No. 2 to cover the road from Antioch 
to Grass Lake andfrom Grimm school 
horse to Beach Grove. 

A patrolman (man and team) is to be 
hired for each route for eight months, 
April 1 to Dec. 1. Each will spend hit 
entire- time on his respective ^oute 
grading, scraping, filling holes, drawing 
gravel, etc. • •'* 

Steady pecking'away, not a few spas- 
modic efforts, is what makes and keeps 
roads in condition. This has been dem. 
onstrated right at our door bv the state 
of Wisconsin which has used this sys^ 
tern the past two years. 

Efficient men will' be employed and 
close tab will be kept on their work by 
means of daily report cards which are 
to be mailed to the chairman of the 
committee and checked' up each week 
by the whole committee. 

A board of directors has been select- 
ed who will supervise and direct the 
work and make all expenditures. They 
will also collect this fund. All inter- 
ested will be solicited in a very short 
time for their subscriptions— not dona- 
tions—you will not be asked to give 



away, anything— you will be given a di- 
rect benefit for every dollar you are 
asked to subscribe. This fund will lie 
kept entirely separate from Commer- 
cial Association general fund, and every 
cent of it will be spent for the purpose 
above mentioned, nothing else. 

We have started the ball rolling al- 
ready, il'he first $500 is to be expended 
at once for cutting gutters, grading 
and draining Main street in Antioch — 
for a good purpose you must admit. 

Don't try to "duck" when the com- 
mitteemen call on you. They are not 
"begging", nor asking money for any 
charity. They have something to sell 
you in the way of' road service that will 
be worth every dollar you pay for it. 
If you own and run a car over these 
roads it will bo worth $100 to you in' 
saving of repairs and upkeep.

Hotel Men Offered Sugar 

at 1 3 Cents a Pound 

That sugar can be purchased provid 
ing people are willing to pay the price 
was the statement .made by a sugar 
salesman who called at. some of the 
Waukegan hotels last week. He ad- 
mitted that there is plenty of sugar but 
said that it is in the hands of the spec- 
ulators. 

Can you use some sugar," he asked 
the proprietor of one hotel. The price 
is thirteen cents per pound. The hotel 
man said he would take 500 pounds. 

"You can have five thousand pounds 
or more if you want it," the sugar 
salesman replied. 

He then went on to say that grocers 
in -Waukegan could purchase sugar if 
they were willing to pay thirteen cents 
per pound for it. The trouble he said, 
is that the government will not permit 
the grocer to charge more than eleven 
and one half cents per pound and the 
grocer does not feel like pocketing a 
Iosb of one and one half cents on every 
pound of sugar he sells. 

The salesman said there was a possi- 
bility that the price'wbuld go to twen- 
ty-five cents per pound this winter 
He said that in cases where sugar was 
seized from storage houses by the gov- 
ernment and then placed on Bale that 
it was purchased by ownerB of 'other* 
storage houses so that it never reached 
the general public. 

He could see no relief from the sugar 
famine until the government permitted 
the grocer to charge more for sugar or 
took steps to see that the/men who are 
storing the sugar are forced to lower 
their price and accept a modest profit.

The case is that of the People ys C. 
F. Ryan, driver of one of the beer 
trucks taken bv the Zion City authori- 
ties. Justice Bishop bound Ryan to 
the grand jury and at the same time 
held that the title of the confiscated 
beer truck was in the state~of Illinois. 
This case has been appealed to the cir 
cuit court at Waukegan, the action be- 
ing taken by. the Autocar Sales and 
Service Cj. 

The latter concern maintains that it 
sold the truck to Ryan, receiving a 
chattel mortgoge in return. They con- 
tend that under this chattel mortgage 
is in them, rather than the state 
" If the upper court upholds this beliet 
it will mean that the auto truck must 
be turned back to the. company holding 
the chattel mortgage. It is said that 
many of the trucks are owned in the 
same,, manner so that a ruling of this 
kind could release the majority of the 
trucks now being held.

I-^lUUUES and Information cover- 
J lug the activities of college men 
In the war, are beginning to be 
available, and only now can one 
form nny conception of the vast 
amount of work which they accom- 
plished. 

The colleges have suffered heavily 
in many ways, but they are proud to 
have, been of service. At first call 
members of their staffs were ^placed 
In Importnnt administrative positions. 
Their students left peaceful pursuits, 
and became a part of the army. The 
following figures, show the percentage 
of students who left to Join the armed 
forces : 

Ten per cent In 28 colleges; 20 per 
cent In SO colleges; l\0 per cent In Ml 
colleges; -10 per cent In 17 colleges; 
&0 per cent In 9 colleges, and over GO 
per cent In six colleges. 

The total of these amazing percent- 
ages amounted to the number of 150,- 
000 students who left our American 
Institutions of learning to become 
Identified In one way or another with 
our war efforts. Of these, SO less than 
5,000 gave their lives, and the figures 
are not yet wholly complete. Some 
Iden of how this loss Is distributed 
will be given In this table of the col- 
leges which lost more than 100: 

Yale, ISO; Concordia, Ind., 110; Uni- 
versity of Kansas, 103; Harvard, 297; 
Princeton, 120; Columbia, 128; Cor- 
nell, 158. 

By comparison, It Is Interesting to 
notice the enlistment of the two chief 
English universities. Oxford had 11,- 
170 sons In the war, of whom 1,412 
gave their lives. Cambridge exceeded 
this with a total number of 13.12S 
and of these 1,405 were destined nev- 
er to return from the battlefields. 

From the outset, It was character- 
istic of the colleges to do nothing with- 
out planning It. The first general 
meeting of colleges In the war period 
was held In Washington May 5, 1917. 
and was presided over by President 
llollls Godrrey of Drexel Institute. 
The prevailing Inquiries were "What 
can we do immediately for our coun- 
try?" and "How can we operate the 
colleges as a national asset during 
the war period?" 

Following this conference, students 
"were advised not to forsake their 
plans and rush headlong anywhere. 
In the face of plans that were mate- 
rializing; technical and medical stu- 
dents, upon whom the wur made an 
unprecedented demand, were fairly 
compelled to remain at their studies, 
and finally government military train- 
ing was established at every college. 
From that time on a more, complete 
war basis could not be Imagined. By 
organizing camps within the walls of 
our schools, from which officer mate- 
rial could bo recruited, the govern- 
ment at once recognized the superior 
potentialities of the educated man. and 
/ did for him all that was physically 
possible. 

Another result of the wholesale col- 
lege offer to help was the establish- 
ment In Washington of the Intercol- 
legiate Intelligence bureau, the Idea of 
Dean William McClellan of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, whereby over 
four thousand students were placed In 
positions for which they had peculiar 
fitness. 

Likewise there grew up In the war 
department n committee on the classi- 
fication of personnel, nnd this bureau 
sought to classify men nccording to 
their experience, occupation, and edu- 
cation: the number of men who were 
placed where they could do their best 
work will probably never be knowu. 

Tho story of" the students' 'army 
training corps Is well known. While, 
• not a triumph, the effort was charac- 
teristic of the colleges, trying to do all 
thev could In the face of many ob- 
stacles, and the country is not wanting 
in appreciation. 

Naval training units were likewise 
established/ and thus the power of that 
branch of tho national forces took an 
upward swing. College men all know, 
too, the story of their own Institutions

Even the feet of a lazy man can 
1 kick up trouble dust 
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as to housing men directly connected 
with tho armed forces. Olttcer mate- 
rial schools flourished In many college 
towns, putting a greater burden on fa- 
cilities; several had their buildings 
completely refurnished for training In 
tho mechanical or -electrical trades. 
The talk now Is of reconstruction, but 
certainly the word had greater force 
then, when plants were remodeled 
almost overnight," and put to uses 
never before conceived. 

Besides these things which are fnlrly 
well known, there are other items no 
less Important. One of our greatest 
medical Institutions gave fifty mem- 
bers of its staff to the army, and they 
wore occupied exclusively with medi- 
cal research. Teachers In nllicd sub- 
jects, as chemistry and physics, were 
also turned over to tho government, 
and It seemed ns If the school had 
become only a memory. 

One university In the fnr West was 
so foreslgbtcd as to give instruction 
in the. problems of reconstruction and 
another held lectures for soldier and 
civilian alike, treating the war's prob- 
lems In n simple way for those who 
wished to understand and learn. All 
this was In addition to becoming Dne 
of the many armed camps Into which 
the colleges changed, nnd educntlon 
as conceived of under ante helium 
schedules became almost a nonentity. 
Tho women's colleges, too, Joined 
their efforts. Besides war chests, 
from which one well-known female 
college drew $110,000, they maintained 
ambulances In France, and sent driv- 
ers for them. Beds In hospitals of 
France were endowed, nnd summer 
training camps for nurses were es- 
tablished, to be ready against the time 
when a scarcity should be felt. Vas- 
sar's farm unit showed that women 
could till the soil nnd this organiza- 
tion was the forerunner of tho wom- 
an's land army. 

Furthermore, every college has a 
record of which it chn be proud, In 
the various drives for funds: Local 
activities, as entertaining soldiers on 
leave, were fostered, and in many In- 
stances entire college buildings were 
turned over to some welfare organiza- 
tion. 

To all this effort there Is a reaction. 
Industry now Is counter-attacking it 
through what is called reconstruction. 
Under the Immense strain Industry's 
machinery deteriorated; It was built 
for peace-time purposes, and war rid- 
dled It The colleges, too, underwent 
the same experience. From the quiet 
surroundings trndltlon gives them, 
they beenrao bustling hives, without 
over a pause until It all was over. 
Not until then could they plan for tho 

future. ■ . t ; 

. But while tho war did this for the 



colleges, It has also resulted In a bene- 
fit. The public has been awakened 
from Its long sleep, during which It 
had dreams that the college man was 
impractical ; that his Ideas would not 
stand the test. Like a Hash these men 
went to war, professors and students 
alike, into the army, navy, administra- 
tive offices, experimental stations, ma- 
chine shops, and their success has 
already been told. It Is yet Impossible 
to secure a full list of Inventions which 
they contributed to winning the war. 
but wo must thnnk many of them for 
new contrivances, and countless Im- 
provements In mechanical equipment 
which keep our nation In the lend as 
an Inventor. 

The public, too long ncqulesclng in 
the silent struggle of universities, and 
regarding them in a matter of fnct 
way, have now come to realize that 
they aro a real force, a real factor In 
our national life, without which me- 
diocrity would be our fate. The atti- 
tude has too often been one of mere 
toleration. In spite of that tho col- 
leges have been doing their noble 
work, and now the time has come 
when the public 1 should lend Its aid. 
War-time burdens, together with tho 
continued rise In prices during tho 
past few years, have brought their dif- 
ficulties to a head, In tho form of In- 
creased deficits, nnd the necessity for 
undertaking now tasks for which no 
funds are visible. 

It has long been felt that professors 
have long been underpaid. They aro 
not choosing this profession because 
they want a living, but because they 
love It, and regard themselves as ablo 
to give their best through such chan- 
nels. And yet their fellows In other 
walks of life can frequently enrn moro 
money. Outside college halls there Is 
no limit of S5.G00 in sight. 

Several universities have recently 
laid plans for a campaign for money 
nmong their alumni. Among the bet- 
ter known of these Institutions aro 
Harvard, Princeton, Columbia, Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania, Fordhnm, Mt. 
Ilolvoke, and Smith. Committees of 
lending graduates have been formed 
In the principal cities, nnd in some 
instances in every pnrt of the world, 
for the purpose of canvassing. 

Thus the world Is being treated to 
a demonstration that good men among 
us think an educntlon Is positively 
worth while. They aro unwilling to 
see such n nutlonnl asset crying vainly 
for funds with which to train youth 
for the problems of coming genera- 
tions, nnd to teach them to cast aside 
the crop of false doctrines which 
sometimes threaten to overcome the 

truth. 

In short, they are making an Invest- 
ment for posterity. Better things will 
come of better education ; and better 
educations are possible only with bet- 
ter facilities, such ns the best talent, 
the best equipment, and a greater 
«plr!t of satisfaction nmong the teach- 
ers as a result of paying them a price 
nearer their true worth. They nre not 
beggnrs, and they nre not bargainers; 
they have chosen to do their work re- 
gardless of the sacrifices. It Is up 
to society to seize tho opportunity 
and keep these men In their chosen 

places. 

Just as the trained men took the 
lead In war, so will the same men be 
called upon to tacklo (he new prob- 
lems of peace.

TO RESUME WORK AT ONCE 



"Washington, Oct. 0.— Charging that 
lie had not been fairly treated by the 
newspapers, 'William Z. Foster, secre- 
tary of the steel strikers' committee, 
told the senate committee Investigat- 
ing the strike that he would .answer 
« question as to whether he was In 
favor of organized, government If the 
correspondents were excluded from 
the room. 

The committee took no action on the 
request, and Senator MclCellnr, Demo- 
crat. Tennessee, and Chairman Ken- 
yon pressed for answer to the. ques- 
tion, which had been put by the for- 
mer. Foster said his views had 
changed, but that he was, unwilling 
to say how far In the presence of the 
corrosponden ts. 

When Senator McKellar first asked 
his question, Foster laughed. The sen- 
ator then read from a book, which Fos- 
ter agreed h»? had written, declaring 
social revolution necessary In the 
United "States to secure workers' 
rights. 

"I've repudiated that pamphlet," 
said Foster, "but I don't want my 
views handled about by a lot of pre- 
judiced lying newspapers to the dum- 
age of the strikers." 

heading f rom the pamphlet on "Syn- 
dicalism" a section saying that "the 
wage earner proposes to Ignore the 
code of ethics and wrest from the cap- 
italists the Industries they have stolen 
and bring about the revolution by the 
general strike," Senator -McKellar 
asked Foster If he entertained those 
views now? 

"I'll say I do not," Foster said In a 
lowered voice. 

Giving a detailed history of union 
activities In the steel industry, Michael 
F. Tighe, president of the Iron. Steel 
and Tla Workers' union, told the com- 
mittee that the United States Steel 
corporation, Instead of "lending the 
van In advancing wages, as Judge Gary 
has claimed,' bias lagged behind our or- 
ganization." 

"Information given to you by Judge 
Gary," Mr. Tighe said, "was not first- 
hand evidence gained from practical 
knowledge of the Industry, but, In- 
stead, consisted of the statements 
made to him by his employees, fore- 
men and superintendents. It was far 
nnd away from being the truth about 
the Industry." 

Mr. Tighe repeated the charge that 
the Steel corporation early In its his- 
tory had appropriated §20,000,000 to 
fight unions nnd gave names of Ids 
Informants. The unions, he said, had 
never sought the "closed shop," hut 
"union shops." 



E. H. GARY DENIES CHARGES 



Steel Corporation Head Testifies Be- 
fore Senate Committee Inves- 
tigating Strike. 




Washington, Oct. 3.— Denying that 
the United States Steel corporation 
had mistreated Its men, as charged 
by union labor leaders. Judge Elbert 
H. Gary, chalrmnn of the corporation, 
told the senate committee Investigat- 
ing the steel strike that In his opinion 
there was no basic Industry in the 
vrorld which had paid larger wages 
than IiIh company. 

"There Is no reason for this strike," 
Mr. Gary sold. "The men didn't want 
it. They were satisfied with their Jobs. 
It was the union lenders who wanted 
the strike." 

"If unions control Industry In the 
"United States It means decay and a 
dropping off of production," Mr. Gary 
told the committee. 

"It means this country cannot keep 
Tip In the race with the world. It 
means the condition I fear England is 
in today."' 

"It has been stated before the com- 
mittee," said Judge Gary, "that the 
steel companies have been guilty of 
Ill-treatment of their employees. Some 
statements have been made on misin- 
formation and soiuo absolutely with- 
out foundation. 

"I wish to state, Mr. Chairman, that 
there Is no basic Industry In this coun- 
try, nor In the world, In my opinion, 
which has paid larger wnges than the 
United States Steel corporation, and 
perhaps not as large, nor has treated 
their employees In greater respect and 
consideration If as great." 



Settle Wage Row by November— Pub. 
lie Is Passive— "It Had to Be Set- 
tied" Was the General Com- 
ment on Street. 

London, Oct. 7.— A truce was nego- 
tiated In the greatest Industrial strug- 
gle in the history of Britain when.. 
Premier Lloyd George and Andrew 
Bonar Law, for the government 
reached a compromise with the rail- 
way men's union and the Intermedi- 
ary union representatives at a confer- 
ence at 10 Downing street. 

The men agreed to return to work 
forthwith pending negotiations of the 
wage status under the guarantee that 
there will be a settlement by October 
111, and conditionally upon the govern- 
ment's guarantee that there will be no 
reduction In wages before September 
30. 11)20. 

The men received the additional 
guarantee from the government that 
no railway workers tire to receive less 
than about $1*2.30 weekly, Instead of 
about $4.-10 paid them before the war. 
us long as the cost of living Is not less 
than 110 per cent above the pre-war 
level. 

This agreement staves off the great- 
est Industrial crisis the British na- 
tion has ever known— the worst crisis 
of any time except war In the past 
century. 

The two warring sides have met 
each other half way. 

The government has yielded to the 
strikers' Inslstance by guaranteeing 
to keep up wnges. The rallmen yield- 
ed by returning to work pending the 
stabilizing of wages. 

Meanwhile the crisis in the negoti- 
ations is only postponed until the end 
of the mouth, but the situation is such 
that It is believed an agreement Is 
likely at that time, In which case the 
controversy will be delayed a whole 
year. 

Iioth sides were mobilizing the en- 
tire nation for the bitterest trades un- 
ion struggle known to the English 
speaking races. All British unions 
had prepared to meet Tuesday to de- 
clare a general strike, and the govern- 
ment was marshaling a citizens' army 
and all civic authorities, at the same 
time holding back of these the armed 
strength of the country. 

However, the (lunger on labor's side 
of the unions being destroyed through 
tlie suffering public, made their po- 
sition untenable, and the peril on the 
government's side of paralyzing In- 
dustry Just recovering from wnr, and 
also of precipitating a revolution 
through the use of armed forces and 
alienating 5,000.000. unionists, the bet- 
ter half of the country's labor rank 
and Hie, were so great that both sides 
saw the wisdom of a settlement. 

Also, there Is doubt whether the 
government could have counted upon 
the army for full support In this in- 
dustrial struggle, most of the soldiers 
being workers themselves. 

Xews of the settlement spread like a 
flame throughout London. The crowds 
walking about the streets in the drab 
atmosphere of a typical English Octo- 
ber day took It so quietly one might 
have thought they expected it nil 
along. 

"It had to be sol l led." one man said 
to another, who replied: "Of course 
it had."

Washington, Oct. 4.— Ry a vote of 
30 to 58 the senate rejected Senator 
Fall's amendment disentangling the 
United States from participation In 
the multitude of commissions which 
will enforce the terms of die peace 
with Germany. 

The vote of 30 to 58 wns on the 
amendment to eliminate American rep- 
resentation on the commission to de- 
limit the boundary between Germany 
nnd Belgium.

INDIANA HARBOR CALM AS 1,000 
TROOPS ARRIVE. 



Eight Hundred Men Cheer Plan to Re- 
sume Work Under Protection 
of Soldiers. 

Gary, Ind., Oct. G. — Four companies 
of Indiana state troops were rushed to 
Gary when rioting broke out afresh. 
Klem D. Duncss was shot and prob- 
nbly fatally wounded. 

Indiana Harbor, Ind., Oct. O. — A 
pouring rain cooled the tempers that 
ilamed forth In riots here Saturday. 
Clubs and stones gave way to llsl.Ing 
rods. 

Strikers, who had pursued those 
who sought to work in the steel plants 
here, fared Into the country on pisca- 
torial warfare bent, as 12 companies 
of Indiana reserve inllitln detrained 
In front of the Inland Steel company's 
plnnt. The town, which had been a 
blaze of riot, seemed as quiet and de- 
serted us a baseball park on n rainy 
dny. 

There was not a hoot nor a catcall. 
Even a meeting In the Civic club, at- 
tended by about SOU workers whose 
avowed purpose was to return to work 
and to Induce others to return, wns not 
bothered. In fact, this meeting was 
the highest light of a 'more or less 
humdrum day. 

Amid cheers William Js\*Lnucrmnn f 
a roller, who has been Idle since the 
strike, declared more than 00 per cent 
of the steel workers wished to return 
to their jobs, but were prevented by 
the "intimidating tactics of radicals." 
Now, with protection at hand, he said, 
they could "resume the Job of support- 
ing themselves by honest toll." 

"How many of you want to go bnck 
to work In -the morning?" he asked. 

"All of us," they shouted. 

"Then be In front of this club nt 
seven o'clock. Tell everybody who 
wants to work to be here. I'll be here. 
The soldiers will take us In and those 
who try to attack us will be taught a 
lesson." 

"Hurrah for the soldiers I" the crowd 
shouted as the meeting broke up, that 
they might carry the message of pro- 
lection to other workers. 

Ilarrlsburg. Pa., Oct. 3. — More men 
went back to- work at the Sleelton 
plant of the Ilethlehcm Steel company 
than on nny dny since the strike 
against the company was launched, of- 
ficials of the company said. 



BELGIUM RULERS HERE 



KING ALBERT AND QUEEN ELIZA- 
BETH ARRIVE AT NEW YORK. 



Monarch Issues Message to American 
People — Says He Brings "Pro- 
found Gratitude." 

New York, Oct. IL— King Albert of 
the Belgians, Queen Elizabeth and 
Prince Leopold, who came to America 
personally to express their gratitude 
for the aid extended by a generous na- 
tion to their martyred country, re- 
ceived a noisy welcome to New York 
when aroused at dawn by the 
tiring ot salutes as the transport 
George' Washington steamed past tho 
outer harbor fortifications. 

It was a truly American welcome, 
such as has greeted returning heroes 
from France since the cessation of 
hostilities, and not even deference to 
royalty was ohserved to still siren or 
whistle. 

Upon his arrival here King Albert 
of Belgium Issued the following mes- 
sage to the Amerlcnn people: 

"At the moment of setting foot on 
American soil, the king of the Belgians 
desires to express to the people of the 
United States the great pleasure with 
which the queen and himself arc coin- 
ing to Its shores at the Invitation of 
President Wilson. 

"The king brings to this nntlon of 
friends the testimony of the profound 
sentiment and gratitude of his coun- 
trymen for the powerful aid, moral and 
material, which America gave them In 
the course of the war. The name of 
the commission for the relief of Bel- 
glum will live eternally in the memory 
of the Belgians. 

"The king rejoices at the prospect of 
visiting the cities whose hearts fought 
with the cities of Belgium nnd whose 
continual sacrifices knew no measure. 
He happily will be able to meet the 
eminent citizens who. animated by the 
highest thoughts, placed themselves at 
the head of organizations for relieving 
the sufferings of the wnr. 

"The American people, their splen- 
did army and their courageous navy, 
powerfully served a great Ideal."

— Wltli federal 
troops on guard the nice rioting situ- 
ation nt Elnlne Is believed to be well 
in hand. Troops patrol the village of

Tells Delegates to Meeting That Indus- 
trial Peace Must Be Founded on 
Justice — Revised List of Dele- 
gates Given Out 



Washington; Oct. 8.— Opening of the 
Industrial conference called here by 
President; Wilson, Secretary Wilson 
of the department of labor told the 
delegates — representing capital, labor 
ami the public — that a splendid oppor- 
tunity for service to mankind lay be- 
fore them. 

A road to stable relationships be- 
tween capital and labor must be found, 
he said, adding Hint surely human In- 
telligence could devise some accept- 
able method of adjusting that relation- 
ship. 

After expressing regret that Presi- 
dent Wilson could not be present, Mr. 
Wilson said the world faced the most 
dlfllcult peace-time problem It had 
ever hud to deal with because of tho 
wastage of war. 

"The effect of these things has been 
reflected In the high cost of living." 
Mr. Wilson continued, "and the conse- 
quent demand for higher wage rates 
to meet the Increasing burden of the 
family budget. 

"Yet Increases In the wage rate do 
not always give relief. 

"The more productive we are the 
sooner we will replace the wastage of 
war, return to normal price levels and 
abolish the opportunity for profiteer- 
ing. 

"For that reason we are all Interest- 
ed in the maintenance of industrial 
peace, but there can be no permanent 
industrial pence that Is not based upon 
industrial Justice. Surely human Intel- 
ligence can devise some acceptable 
method of adjusting the relationship 
between employer nnd employee. 

"Upon your shoulders rests u splen- 
did responsibility. Before you the 
doors of opportunity are open. If yon. 
In the abundance of your combined 
wisdom and experience, can produce 
an acceptable document of this char- 
acter, the results of your work will 
find a place In the hearts of men like 
the Magna Clmrta. the Bill of Rights, 
the Declaration of Independence, the 
Constitution of the United States and 
the emancipation proclamation."

Here at 
ull seasons a motley crowd of Chinese, 
Siamese, Malays, Hindus and Mahom- 
etans Jostle each other, while coolies 
toil along at a foot pneo with 'rick- 
shaws In the Inst stages of dilapida- 
tion. A crazy gharry, bearing a dis- 
tant resemblance to a London growler 
nnd drawn by a diminutive pony, 
bumps over the uneven surface, nnd 
on one side of the road electric trams, 
packed with natives, arc screeching 
along the Ill-laid track.

GOOD CARE OF WORK HORSE 

Practice of Turning Animals on Pas- 
ture on Sundays, Not Favored— 
Examine Feet Often. 

(Prepared by the ,Unlto«\ States Depart-, 
ment of- Agriculture.) 
Grass Is not a desirable material 
to serve us the basis of the work; 
horse ration. The practice of turn^ 
Ing work animals out on Sundays- to ^ 
tat grass, to which they are. unaccus- 
tomed, Is a prolific source, of colic 
nnd other digestive disorders. Gen-, 
erally the animals would be better off ; 
lu a cool, darkened stnlile, where they 
could be carried on half rations of 
grain during idleness. 

Wherp work horses which are fed a 
full allowance of grain nrc. turned out' 
to graze each night they usually are- 
in poor condition for work next day, 
ns the extra feed they have consumed 
merely tends to Increase the tax on 
their digestive capacity.

fly or natural baits. A. strip of pork 
rind cut to tho shape of a minnow and 
used with tho No. 3 spoon makes a 
bait that is a sure .enough "killer." 
As long as you keep It moving fn 
the water, a spoon will turn around 
and you hnvo a chance at attracting 
tho fish, but leaving it die a slow 
death, and merely come through tho 
water without any action is alosB of 
tlmo to you. It's tho movement and 
tho light shafts from tho spoon that 
attract tho ilsh, and it's up to you to 
keep the bait moving. 

On its way to glory the little old 
spoon haB even been copped, by tho 
trout fl3herraan and on a dull day 
a small Colorado spinner can bo seen 
better than tho fly alone. Often when 
tho trout falls to take the fly on the 
surface, they will give It the "close- 
up" if sunk to the depth where they 
Ho, with a. spoon for a helper. Early 
In tho season when tho .waters are 
high and roily as well. an clouded with 
mud, the spinner is an asset to the 
trout flshennaji. 

For af tor-dark fishing, which Is the 
time the big ones aro generally on tho 
still hunt for feed, the^Pflueger-Tan- 
dem luminous. spinner makes a good 
halt. This is also fine for moon- 
light trolling. Tho luminous spinner 
\ must bo exposed to the sunlight bo- 
! fore using nt night, the -same as the 
artificial plugs used for night fishing. 
When all other lures fail you cau 
I generally count on getting tho fish 
! If you fall back on tho spoon, elthor 
in trolling or casting,. and your tackle 
box ia not complete, old man, unless

Several years ago it was a common 
practice to cover the silage with some 
material, such as dirt or cut straw, In 
order to prevent tho top layer, from 
spoiling. At present when any provi- 
sion at all Is made for thls.pufpose It 
consists,' usually In" merely" "runulng in 
on top cornstalks from which the ears 
have beeu removed.. By this nielhpd 
some of the corn grain Is saved. The 
heavy green cornstalks pack much bet - 
tor than straw does and so exclude the 
nlr more elfectually. The top Is thor 
oughly tramped and then wet down. 
Sometimes oats are sown op the top be- 
fore wetting. The* heat generated by 
the fermentlngjnnss will. cause the pats 
to sprout quickly and form a dense 
sod, which serves (o shut off the air 
from the sllagi beneath, and In con- 
sequence only a very shallow layer 
spoils,. Whenever possible, It ia better 
to begin feeding from the silo as-soon 
as It Is filled;- by doing this no cover- 
lngls hecessnry nnd there should be no 
loss on uccount of spoiling.
